—A heavy downpour 
of rain which descended shortly before racing time 
today, rendered tlie going at The Meadows sloppy 
ami was responsible for tlie riddling of a card tlia’l 
promised rare sport. Despite treacherous track 
conditions, form was well maintained and none but 
short priced contenders were successful, favorites 
taking half of tlie card. William Cahill's gigantic 
sprinter. Smiley Corbett, favored by a lucky start 
and served liy the soft going, made a runaway race 
of tlie Ititeriirban Handicap, the slake feature of the 
program and worth $ 1 . 55" to tlie winner. Smile} 

' orbett was well hacked by Hie smart set on the 
theory that he would maintain his speed for a 
greater distance in tlie going than had Hie track 
remained dry. Critic, which disputed the running 
with him at all stages, was tin* only other emitenilcr 
off to advantage, the remainder of the field getting 
away in a tangle. 

The decision of the Vancouver Handicap, a side 
light to the stake, was marred by an accident, 
which fortunately had no very serious results, first 
Peep. Edwin T. fryer and Eogistilla. three of tin 
five starters, fell iu a heap on tin- Imckst retch and 
jockeys Pago, Walsh and Russell got had falls.

Buffalo. N. A'.. August 22. — All former records 
for lug iitlciiilann- at fort Erie were shattered today 
whoii a throng of visitors that filled every uook 
and cranny of tin- tdg stand and overflowed «>u tlie 
spacious lawns wen- on hand to witness the running 
of a well-arranged card of seven races. of Avl ieli 
the Grand Canadian 'Steeplechase Handicap, over 
the full course, was the feature.. Tin- mass of 
people were iu a betting mood also, and gave the 
thirty-five layers one of the busiest afternoons of 
their i-areer. The Ixxiktiiakcrs had revenge today 
for their recent drubbings, incurred chiefly from 
flu- followers of 'Powers. This rhler had departed 
for New A'ork to pilot Jack Atkin in tin- Empire 
City Handicap. Consentient l.i the punters wen- 
divided in their opinions and the helling in Hi'-, 
different races was uniform 011 most of the contend- 
ers. The victory of many long priced horses also 
gave the layers a lug advantage. Stmmeland. in 
the second race, was tlie only successful choice lo 
land a purse, and his I Kicking was only moderate. 

Because cf his previous good performance St. Vol- 
ina, collided with La Vcita as the Ferriss entry, 
was made an overwhelming favorite to win thu 
steeplechase stake. But after flattering his backers 
by staying close to Manzano. the early pacemaker, 
for the first fifteen jumps, his weight told on bitu 
perceptibly, and. added to Ihe fact that Archibald 
put up a stupid ride near the end. lie allowed Bv- 
zantinc to come into an easy victory over hint. I’h-k 
time wearing down Matizaim in the lust few strides 
for third place. Archibald claimed a foul against 
the winner which was not allowed. 

The mile and a sixteenth handicap that followed 
was one of the ls-st contests of the present meet- 
ing and resulted in a lucky victory for Polly Prim 
over Czar and The Minks. Czar was making his 
first start since Hie La ton la meeting and his credit- 
able showing today places Dim in tin- foremost 
ranks of throe-v ear-olds in tiiis section. lie was 
best today anil with an intelligent ride would have 
won handily. 

Harm-v Schreiber's Dr. Hdzherg proved himself 
a game colt in tlie opening race by standing a long 
stretch drive while coining from far hack a ml getting 
up in time lo beat .1. II. Ileed, the favorite. The 
.Schreilx-r stable also came near to landing tlie 
second race with another youngster, the uiucli-iaud'xl 
Emperor William, which was practically neglected 
in the betting. The colt showed a tremendous hurst 
of speed during the final furlong and was fast over- 
hauling Ntromcland. the winner. 

Senator Barrett was Ithe victim of a poor ride, 
which caused his defeat Night Mist in tin- third 
race. After tlie finish. J. ('. Calm, acting for Ills 
brother. L. Calm, owner of Bitter Sir. claimed Sen- 
ator Barrett, paying $!MiO for him. 

The removal of blinkers and a change from More- 
land to Hhisnt-r worked to advantage in Dr. Lee 
Huffman's running, and he proved a handy winner 
in tin* sixth rai-e. for which Dixie Hiuimel was 
extensively support'd. Utterance getting up in tli'- 
final stride to land second place from the favorite. 

After Severus and 'Mirth bad raced as a team for 
almost seven furlongs the McDowell lillv drew out. 
a seeming winner. Hut was unprepared in tlie final 
sixteenth for the game challenge of Solon Shingle, 
which ultimately won by a head, a neck separating 
Mirth for second place from the fast-tiulshing Ser- 
vile. 

Jockey Nicol was stopped from going to New 
York by a message from trainer Frank Taylor, an- 
nouncing that the injury to Charles Edward was of 
a graver nature Hum was supposed and that he 
would not be a starter in the Empire City Handi- 
cap. 

Jockey Francis, after securing permission from 
the judges to accept mounts, was suspended bv tip- 
starter for the remainder of the meetiug for iu- 
competency at tlie post. 

Nugent Brothers have disposed of their recent 
purchase. Dennis Stafford, to A. Case for a reported 
consideration of $2,500. 

Jockey F. Burton showed good riding form today 
by piloting three winners. 

Jockey Ross was fined $50 by the judges for bis 
attempt at rough riding in the sixth race.

Betting Is Not Stopned. 



Lexington, lxy.. August 22. — Nearly 2txj thor- 
oughbred horses will lie shipped east tomorrow. 
A special train of eight horse ears and a sleeper 
will take 151 yearlings la-longing to Milton Young. 
E. F. Clay. Catesby AA'iaalford. John D. Carr. 
Engine Rucker. Thomas Biatt, Buford Allen and 
\\ oi'dfoi'd Brothers to Sheepsbead Bay to la- sold 
August 2!>. 51 and September 1. Owners will oc- 
cupy the sleeper. Fourteen fillies, the last of the 
yearlings at Castletou Stud, go to Keene’s stable 
at Sheepsliead Bay to be broken by trainer James 
Rowe. 

Will Davis, who has la-eu here for Ihe past week 
buying thoroughbreds- for buutiug purposes, will 
ship twelve head rangiug from three to six rears 
old to I’hiladelphia tomorrow night. The venr lings 
belonging to Captain W. Harry Brown. Charles W. 
Moore, Clay Brothers and G. D. Wilson will Im 
shipped tn Sheepsbead Bay next Wednesday and 
next Saturday those to be sold from Kingston. 
Maplchurst. Larch moot anil Midstream Studs will 
go. 



New A'orls. August 22. — It yviis decided today a! 
a special meeting of tlie executive committee of the 
Coney Island Jockey Club, composed of Schuyler L. 
Carsons, ehalnuun and personal representative ol 
William K. Vanderbilt, owner of the Shi-opslu'iid 
Bay course, who is at present in France; Cornelius 
Ft jlowes. Herman R. Dury-a. J. Harry Alexandre 
and Francis R. Hitchcock that an autumn meeting 
at Sheepsiiead Bay of eleven days will be held if 
professional Indtiug is eliminated absolutely. The 
following resolution was adopted: 

"Thai ihe autumn meeting lie run off with eleven 
days racing, omitting Hn' two Fridays, commencing 
August 2U and ''losing SeptcmlM-r 12. provided till 
professional I -el I ing can lie stopped. Should it bo 
fi und impossible fo stop professional betting, the 
gates will Ih- closed to the public aud tbe stakes 
only run off.” 

It. was reported that tbe executive committee's 
action was due to iustru'dions received from William 
K. Vanderbilt, who insists that not ',111} the letter. 
■ >ut the spirit of the llurt-Aguew anti betting law 
lie obeyed. 

It was resolved to run off all the stakes as origin 
alii scheduled and give tlie usual number ol over- 
night purses to -which the added money will lx- the 
same as tit tin- June meeting. Because of the ab- 
sence of stake fixtures on the two Fridays, Septem- 
ber 4 and 11. these two days will be dropped. 

The remarkable feature of tlie meeting was con- 
tained in ihe announcement that stringent efforts 
would in made to prevent the public from betting 
on tin- ebanees of the horses iu tlie various races 

and tin' a threat, that in ease tlie 

Coney Island Jockey Club found it impossible to 
enforce this rule, the gates would lie cloned to the 
public and. iu order to meet tin- obligations in 
eurrisl by the a ssi a- lat ion. tlie various stakes would 
lie run off !p private. 

Ev-n oral betting, such as lias lie'll practiced at 
the tracks since tin* law went into effect, will lie 
stopped, tbe committee declares. That kind of 
Is-ttiug. in tlie view of the committee, is a violation 
of the snirt "f the law. 

Speaking for the commit tee. after if had finish' d 
its session. Mr. Carsons said: “Wc are not. going 

to equivocate about trying t-> stop betting u> 
mean t" use every menus t<> stop betting absolutely, 
and if these means fall we will adopt extreme meas- 
ures. We are going to obey tlie law as it stands 
and not try to dodge it in anyway. The law forbids 
professional liottiiig and we are going to live up to 
it." 

In many ways the Coney I-.lund Jockey Club 
occupies a uriinue position in the horse racing field. 
The president of the association is William K. Van- 
derbilt. Among the directors are Clarence H. Ma- 
hay.. K. D. Morgan. F. K. Srnrgis and Ilurrv Paine 
\\ iiitncy. The reason for the Coney Island Jockey 
Club's present radical departure from tbe policy

HARNESS RACING IN RUSSIAN POLAND. 

An American's Description of Moscow’s Noble 
Track and Its Operation. 

It tuck me the best part of two days and nights 
1 c travel from Berlin to Moscow a distance of 
about 1,250 miles — hut my train, if slow, was sure. 
The change from Germany lo Russia is like that 
lielween dreaming and waking, so great is the 
difference. The Russian landscape seemed arid and 
dreary, but occasionally I saw a bunch of soldiers 
— there are soldiers everywhere, wherever you go. 
in Europe - careering over the steppes in a way that 
reminded me of Colonel Joe Markey charging up 
Sail .Tuan hill at (lie head of his regiment. How- 
ever. the dreariness all ceased the moment that 
1 landed at Moseow. where I found Frank t'aton 
and other Americans waiting for me al the station, 
and during the entire two weeks of my stay the 
time passed like a brilliant and exciting dream. 

I every hour being crowded full of experiences so 
novel and entertaining lliat 1 hardly know liow to 
liegin to tell about them. It would take a big 
liook to do it right and how 1 can get it all into a 
short story I don't know. So 1 will only make a 
try. 

Particularly ilo I feel at a loss when I think of 
all tile hospitality that was lavished upon me at 
every turn ttmt 1 made, and which 1 can never re- 
pay. Americans are ip the habit of thinking of 
Russia as a far-away country, wrapped in ice and 
snow, where tile people are kept busy most of the 
time trying not to freeze to death, and Unit's what 
I also used to think. But 1 don’t any longer. It 
seems very near to me now, and instead of a 
cold, desolate place, a warm and genial one. full 
of good cheer and friendliness that know no stint. 
1 look back upon iny stay there with a pleasure 
that I can't liegin to express in words: and for- 
ward to returning there, very possibly, at some 
future time, with the same feeling. 

Trotting in Russia is a lug subject — a great 
tiling. Here in this country we think that we have 
nothing left to learn about it: but I want to say 
that after seeing how it is done there 1 felt very 
humble and second-class and crude. And so would 
any other American in my place. Russian ways 
are not our ways, and there are so many of theirs 
that we might imitate to our advantage that I won't 
try to enumerate them all. One tiling is sure — 
they were a revelation to me and have given me a 
new outlook on the game that 1 am thankful for. 

Moseow is the great liorse center of Russia, and 
the magnitude with which trotting is carried on 
there would strike a Grand Circuit "regular" 
dumb. The track of the Moseow Driving Club is 
only twenty minutes ride by trolley from the heart 
of the city, and the magnificence anil extent of the 
plant can only lie comprehended upon seeing it. 
The grandstand is of immense size and in architec- 
ture and appointments there is nothing in America, 
at either a trotting or a running track, that ap- 
l proaches it. The track itself is a regulation pat- 
tern. being one mile lor 11-2 versts) in circumfer- 
ence. There are inside it two other tracks, making 
three in all. of whieli only the large outer one is 
used for racing. It is built of concrete, top-dressed 
with about six Inches of sand, which is well wet 
down before the racing starts and when at its best, 
is good, fast footing, although after it has been 
raced over all afternoon and evening it becomes 
considerably slower anil pretty rough. It also 
allows them to race, rain or shine. The three 
I trucks are not separated from eaeh other by rails 
or fences, hut by beautiful strips of turf, ornamented 
by parterres of flowers, while in the center is a foun- 
tain which throws its spray high into the air. 
The entire effect is a delight to the eye. especially 
when a race is in progress and the track filled with 
handsome horses, whose drivers all wear satin caps 
and jackets of gorgeous hues. The two inner tracks 
are of dirt and are used for jogging and working 
out exclusively. All horses working out are obliged 
to gi* the same way of the track, they may go either 
the right or the reverse way. but are not allowed to 
go both ways at the same time, and when one 
lias finished a heat and is pulled up. he is not 
turned and jogged back, but leaves the track di- 
rectly by any one of the numerous exits provided. 

The track, grandstand and enclosure forming the 
driving park are enclosed by a high ornamental 
wall or fence of concrete, the betting ring being, 
as with us. beneath the stand, with a weighing- 
out paddock at the lower end. There are no stables 
within the park enclosure — all are outside. At what 
we call the upper turn there is an immense build- 
ing. or group of buildings, for the temporary use 
of the horses that are in training or are to appear 
in the day’s racing. They are built of brick, 
concrete and similar materials and beside com- 
prising stables or stalls for several hundreds of 
horses, there are stands from which the drivers 
and their employes — none of whom are allowed in 
ilie grandstand with colors up while taking part in 
the day's events — watch the races, restaurants for 
their use. etc. In appearance these buildings are 
imposing and their extent is enormous, for they 
alone cover nearly as much ground as does an or- 
dinary American racing plant. The scale upon 
whieli they are built is necessitated by the fact 
that as many as 3.000 trotters can be seen working 



greatly changed in recent years. Formerly the 
horses did not race against each other, but wept 
alone, being started In pairs, each going a different 
way of the track, and the one making the fastest 
time was tiie winner. Now American methods are 
closely followed and the rules are modeled iiiion 
ours, hut with some decided differences. Heat 
races are nil restricted to two heats. If the winner 
of the first heat does not want to trot another, lie 
can retire, and if the time of the winner of the 
second heat does not beat his, he gets the money. 
But if he starts in the second heat, the horse that 
beats his time wins. For instance: A wins the 

first heat in 2:141: he then pulls out. taking his 
chance that the others don’t beat that the next 
heat. If they trot in 2:14 he loses, if they (rot 
in 2:141 he wins. But if lie starts in the second 
heat and B. beats Dim In 2:15, A wins. This might 
not lie popular or successful on the Grand Circuit, 
where a. lot of jocks lay awake nights scheming 
how to beat any system that could be devised, but 
it works very well over there. Horses that break 
are penalized, and one that breaks at the finish and 
gallops under the wire is disouaUfied. 

The Moscow driving park, on a racing day. pre- 
sents a magnificent sight. The effort of the club 
is to attract the people by making the sport attrac- 
tive. and they certainly succeed. Every detail is 
perfect: there are no loose ends or slipshod meth- 
ods; all thiugs seem to move like clock-work, auil 
when to the beauty of the grounds and splendor of 
the buildings, is added an immense throng of 
people in holiday spirits and attire, the effect is 
something that an amateur like myself can’t even 
attempt to describe. The grandstand on Derby day 
looked like the “diamond horseshoe” at the Metro- 
politan on the opening night of the grand opera 
season in New York. All Russians are lovers of 
the trotters and the ladies are enthusiasts. Thou- 
sands of them attended the Derby and the ele- 
gance of their costumes and richness of their jew- 
els far surpassed anything thal I ever saw else- 
where. This is not surprising, for the Russian aris- 
tocracy is tiie most sumptuous in the world, and the 
Moseow club is chiefly composed of nobles, while, 
as is well known, the Czar himself is a patron of 
trotting anil the imperial government supports both 
breeding and racing officially. All classes of the 
public attend, however, there being a graded scale 
of admission fees to various enclosures, the aver- 
age being aboiltr the same as with us. I was in- 
formed that crowds of 40.000 people were not 
unknown and that they never fell below 5,000. 
Tlte Derby day crowd was about 15.000. And every- 
body bets. All the betting is on the pari-mutuel 
system, and the “totalisateurs,” as the betting 
machines are called, are patronized by everybody— 
men. wouieu and children. They bet. too. in a 
different spirit from an American crowd: not mak- 
ing a feverish gamble of il. but seeming to regard 
it as a big lark and putting down their money 
like it was a picnic. Du Derby day 7ftb,f|ft0 rubles 
($350,000) were bet. 

Everything that can lie thought of in the way of 
comfort and luxury lor those who attend the races 
has liccti provided. It would seem strange to a 
Grand Circuit follower to witness a program that 
began at 1:3© in the afternoon and did not con- 
clude until nearly I© o'clock that evening, at wlih-h 
time it was still broad daylight, with no neoessily 
fnr the sunset rule. That is what hap!>ens in Rus- 
sia in June, and until you gift used m it you feel 
like Little Nemo in Slumberland. The iiitorinis 
sions during Ibis time are filled with beautiful 
music and social gaiety. All along the front of 
Hie grandstand is a veranda, or scries of luges, and 
in these and upon tile lawn are tables where the 
occupants dine during the progress of the laces — the 
service lieing on a scale and of a class appropriate 
to tiie assemblage. 

There is a difference of thirteen days between the 
I Russian calendar and ours. The Derby was trotted 
June K. their style, or June 21. in ours. The 
day's program called for twenty races or heats, be- 
side an effort against time, anil in these events 
there were lftft horses named to start— of which hut 
a few were scratched. The races were at various 
distances up to two miles, hut most of them were m 
a mile. Three-year-olds trail only one verst (two 
thirds of a mile) and instead of starting on the 
haekstreteh and finishing in front of tiie stand, 
they start near the head of the houiestreteh and 
finish on tlu* Niekst retell. A:i starters must !»■ 
, either wholly or part Russian-lived — none of ex- 
clusively American blood are allowed to compete, 
i — Charles A. Tanner in The Horse Review.

Chicago Real Estate Folks More Interested in It

closing day of the Windsor meeting, from a Chicago 
real estate man which outlined a plan to build a race 
track in Michigan on a lake point near Chicago. 
The party wanted me to take an interest in the ven- 
ture and claimed thal the promoters had plenty of 
capital to carry out their plans successfully. In 
case nf my refusal to take an interest. I was asked 
to assume charge al a liberal salary. 1 thought 
so little of. the matter, knowing bow impractical ! 
it would be to operate a track in Michigan, that £ 
did not even answer Hie letter. 

"The letter further stated that Chicago race- 
goers 1-011111 lie taken to the track in an hour ami 
that the fare for tin- round trio would not excretl 
one dollar. I doubt very much if tills conld bo 
done si ml two hours for t In* journe.i would probably 
be much nearer the time.”

ARCHER'S WONDERFUL RIDING CAREER. 

Fred Archer, the famous English jockey had his 
first winning mount on Atlioll Daisy at Chesterfield 
in 187ft. The fatuous horseman's last successful rido 
was on Blani-hhind. at Newmarket, on October 2ft. 
isiso. his last mount being <>u Tommy Tittlemonso 
at Lewes on November 4. of the same year. Through- 
out his riding career of sixteen years. Archer rode 
2.748 winners.

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Imagine the sight, if you can. Such an army of 
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care of them. These men are mostly settled im- 
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mediately about the driving park, and, with their 
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families, comprise. I presume, not less than 10,000 
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souls — a oily of themselves. 
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- As I have said, the permanent, or home, stables 
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of all horses are outside the track enclosure, and 
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many of the leading owners have splendid estab- 
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lishments near l»y. For the use of tin* slables out- 
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side or at the track, a charge of $7.50 (15 rubles) 
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per month per stall is made. Upon race days all 
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horses that are to start arc carefully inspected 
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before being permitted to cuter the track gates 
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for the cooling out paddock, the search for any- 
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thing iu the nature of “dope,” or stimulants of 
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any kind for tiie horses, being rigid. The weigh- 
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ing in and out of drivers is different from our 
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method: they weigh the driver and sulky together 
and they must weigh in at 210 pounds at least. 
Each racing sulky is weighed and given an official 
uumher. or lag. when first used, which serves as 
a permanent identification. All (hat the officials 
have to do iu ease they desire to ascertain the 
weight of any sulky being used in a race is to note 
its identification tag and then refer to their list 
of sulky weights. 

The starter and the judges at Moscow arc placed 
at the outside of the track and tlicir efficiency 
makes tin* incompetency of many American officials 
very glaring. The free auil easy manners of Atneri 
can drivers would not go there for a moment, and 
our various well-known orators who spend most of 
the time telling tin* judges their business and rac- 
ing up and down out of the stand, would be thrown 
over the fence before their first spiel was well 
started. The horses starting in a race tile out of the 
paddock in Indian tile and pass up the track in two 
divisions, and when they turn to score, one-half 
turns to the right and the other to the left. The 
quarter stretch at Moscow is about as wide as that 
at Cleveland and about ten horses can score abreast. 
Tedious and protracted scoring is not tolerated. As 
at our running tracks, eaeh heat or race is set for 
a scheduled time and is promptly called then. In 
scoring a liorse is given three ehain-es and if lie 
spoil* that many scores he is not told to “take 
eare of himself.” hut is at once ordered out of ibe 
race and not allowed to start, lit such a case a 
bettor gets his money back, for in all eases one 
must have a run for his money. Lmg scores are 
also unknown. The first score the field turns at the 
loo-vard station and a rope is stretched across the 
track there, above which thej cannot go, and after 
each false score thi-. Is moved forward twenty 
> ards. 1 saw sornf large fields start at Moscow and 
tin* delay at the score was very short, while the 
starter had wonderful control at all times. Should 
a liorse throw a shoe or meet with anything other 
than a collision, he must take his chances as he is. 

The Russian system of harness racing has been
